WASHINGTON, June 14.—(AP)—Navy Secretary For- 
restal reported today that the United States naval task 
force engaged in the invasion of France included more 
than 1,300 warships of all types. 

In the giant armada, he said, were the battleships Ne- 
vada, Arkansas and Texas; the cruisers Augusta, Tusca- 
loosa and Quincy, and “more than 30 destroyers.” 

Despite the great size of the fleet pounding European 
shores, he said, the Pacific offensive “has not been and will 
not be diminished by our naval effort in Europe.” 

On the contrary, Forrestal said,

Two American naval task forces, 
operating 2,000 miles apart on the 
Pacific, simultaneously shelled the 
southern Marianas islands and the 
central Kurile islands Monday in 
the deepest penetration of Japan's 
defenses by Allied warships. 

Co-ordinated air raids smashed 
at supporting Nipponese air bases. 
Both attacks were continued into 
Tuesday, 

Army and Navy heavy bombers 
also struck at Japanese-held Truk 
in the Carolines Monday, damag- 
ing airfields and setting several 
fires, the Navy reported, 

Gne of 15 enemy interceptors 
was shot down, two more probab- 
ly shot down and four damaged, 
while all of the American planes 
returned to their base, Pacific 
fleet headquarters reported. 


At least 20 of 50 Japanese inter- 
ceptors were shot down over the 
ul islands in @ fierce air battle

Despite the loss of Montebourg, 
the Americans were declared by 
headquarters to be holding firmly 
onto positions on both sides of 
that Cherbourg peninsular town.

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Russians, Finns Locked | 


In Battle Near Viipuri 


LONDON, Thursday, June 15.—(#)—Fresh Finnish troops have 
been thrown into the defense of the Karelian isthmus and are now 
locked in a mighty struggle about 25 miles south of Viipuri, Finland’s 
second largest city, Moscow indicated early today. 


~ Evidence of the ferocity of the 
battle on Russia’s northern front 
was contained in the midnight sup- 
plement to the Soviet communique 
which said that one unit of the 
Red army “wiped out in three 
days 3,000 of the enemy, destroy- 
ed 30 guns and 80 machineguns 
and captured 70 other guns.” 

“Particularly fierce engagements 
took place in the area of Kutersel- 
ka and Jarvi” yesterday, the sup- 
plement said, and .added that 
many prisoners were taken. . 

“Our air force destroyed six ar- 
tillery batteries, blew up ‘hree am- 
munition dumps and smashed a 
motorized column,” the supple- 
ment continued.

Home Reaction 
Damps Troops

WITH AMERICAN TROOPS IN 
FRANCE, June 14.—(/)—The 
nightmare days of the beachhead 
landing are past, but everywhere 
I find the troops afraid that the 
people at home are too optimistic. 

We hear that the reaction to the 
beachhead fighting in both Eng- 
land and the United States is that 
the war is all over except for a 
few messy details and that the 
public’s feelings have bounced 
like a rubber ball. 


They should be feeling good that 
the Allies grabbed a hold on the 
continent without the blood bath 
that many predicted. Actually, 
there was only one sector of the 
American front where there was 
any bitter fighting getting across 
the beaches—and that was where 
the fighting First Division and ele- 
ments of the 29th smashed headon 
into a reinforced German division 
waiting on the beach. 


The assault troops who battled 
their way from the beach that 
first day should have a. ribbon to 
wear as a special mark of distinc- 
tion. It was a battle in which the 
Doughboys overcame every obsta- 
cle the enemy could put in their 
way. 

But this is only the initial paase 
of a giant operation. The greatest 
battles lie ahead with the enemy 
slowly being hemmed in on all 
sides. The real tests will come 
when divisions are hurled against 
divisions in titanic struggles. 

While a most critical period is 
behind us, the situation cannot be 
regarded as past the dangerous 
stage until the Allies are able to 
build up huge reserves and burst 
out from their bridgehead.

WELCOMED BY PEOPLE 

The voices of the people rose 
in a shout as De Gaulle appeared. 

“Vive De Gaulle!” 

“Vive La France!” 

“Vive L’Amerique!” 

“Vive La Grande—Bretagne!” 

“A Bas Les Boches, a Bas Les 
Collaborateurs!” 

It was a chant that ran through 
the crowd and then as though it 
were a theme song for the occasion 
came the sound of voices singing 
“La Marseillaise.” 

De Gaulle stepped from a jeep 
and the gendarmes were unable 
to hold the crowd back. They 
surged forward to speak to the 
general and shake hands with him 
as he stood under a shell-dented 
street lamp in the town’s battered 
square. 

LANDED IN NORMANDY 


De Gaulle landed on the Nor- 
mandy beachhead behind the lines 
of the Allied armies of liberation. 

It was understood in London 
that De Gaulle crossed the chan- 
nel on the French destroyer La 
Combattante while Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill was side-stepping in 
the house of commons a debate 
on the issue of recognizing his 
committee of national liberation 
as the provisional government of 


ce. 

Supreme headquarters Allied 
Expeditionary Force announced 
simply: “It can now be said that 
General De Gaulle has landed in 
Normandy.” 

A Washington report that the 
French leader had suddenly can- 
celled orders for several hundred 
French officers*to land with the 
first waves in the invasion was de- 
scribed by his press attache as 
“most incredible” because, he said, 
mo agreements had been reached. 
DE GAULLITE’S STATEMENT 

“We negotiated several months 
with the Allies prior to the in- 
vasion,” he said, “but as the whole 
world knows we reached no agree- 
ment with the American govern- 
~ ment or with the Allied command- 
ers either on the government of 
the liberated territories or on

PURPOSE OF VISIT 

It was believed at supreme 
headquarters that the French lead- 
er, under sentence of death passed 
by the Vichy government for his 
work abroad in the last four years, 
went to his homeland to offer help 
in smoothing relations between 
the Allies and the French people. 

De Gaulle arrived in London the 
weekend before the Normandy in- 
vasion from the seat of his Libera- 
tion Committee in Algiers for con- 
sultation with Allied chiefs. 

It was disclosed that he pro- 
longed his stay to visit the west 
front, even if only for a few hours, 
as an inspiration to the French re- 
sistance movement. 

De Gaulle was last in France 
June 18, 1940, when he flew from 
London to Bordeaux to urge the 
collapsing Reynaud government, 
in which he was undersecretary of 
war, to accept Churchill’s offer of 
a national union of France and 
Britain to keep France in the 
fight. He arrived too late, for Mar- 
shal Petain and others had already 
decided to surrender. 

Then he launched. his Fighting 
French movement and ultimately 
assumed leadership of the com- 
bined resistance groups. 


De Gaulle-Allies’ 
Relations at Low Ebb 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—(/) 
General Charles De Gaulle is flat- 
ly refusing co-operation asked by 
General Eisenhower, high authori- 
ties said today, and just before the 
invasion of Normandy cancelled 
orders for several hundred French 
officers to accompany § Allied 
troops. 

In fact, British-American rela- 
tions with De Gaulle have gone 
down hill steadily, in the opinion 
of military and diplomatic experts 
here, since the French leader ar- 
rived in London 10 days ago to 
seek a more prominent place in 
Allied councils. 

Highly placed officials say that 
prospects for a successful confer- 
ence here between the chief of the 
French National Committee and 
President Roosevelt late this 
month or in July are getting dim- 
mer by the hour. 

The co-operation Eisenhower 
has asked and De Gaulle has re- 
fused is concerned with problems 
of relations between British and 
American invasion armies and the 
people of France.

It said the colonel was at Rohl’s 
home in Hawaii when the Japa- 
nese struck Pearl Harbor, and 
that he rushed to his office “in 
civilian clothes and in a drunken 
condition.” 

“How did it so happen,” the 
committee asked, “that after near- 
ly 30 years without taking the 
steps necessary to becoming a cit- 
izen, although meantime enjoying 
the fruits of government contracts, 
he (Rohl) suddenly began using 
every possible effort to become 
naturalized in order that he might 
be permitted to go to Hawaii just 
a little less than three months be- 
fore the attack on Pearl Harbor?” 

Rohl was naturalized in Septem- 
ber, and the Japanese hit Pearl 
Harbor in December. 

Referring to the award to Rohl’s 
company of some $125,000,000 in 
contracts which included work in 
Hawaii and construction of a Far 
Eastern air route by way of Christ- 
mas Island, Canton, Nandi, New 


Caledonia and Australia, the committee commented: 


“It is exceedingly difficult ... 


to comprehend how, at so crucial 


a time and when the necessity for the utmost secrecy and highest 


efficiency was paramount . 
was selected and actually put in 
charge of the planning, specifica- 
tions and performance of the con- 
tract... 


“It is not simply a matter of 
conjecture ... that had the per- 
manent aircraft warning stations 
(at Pearl Harbor) been operating 
on December 7, 1941, the approach 
of the Japanese planes would have 
been detected.”

It is apparent that Allied troops in Normandy have entered 
into the third phase of the invasion story. They have passed 
the first two succéssfully. Outcome of this third, and crucial 
period, is yet unknown. 

The first phase was the actual landing and making secure our 
hold upon the beachhead. The second was the task of getting 
sufficient men and supplies ashore to be ready for the moment 
when the German commanders, having brought up their reserves, 
launched the counterattack which they hope will result in pushing 
our forces back into the sea. This, the third phase, has now begun. 

There is every reason for confidence. Reports from supreme 
headquarters of General Eisenhower continue to tell of highly 
satisfactory progress.

However, the Germans are strong and determined. German 
soldiers are excellent fighting men. The great battle, now in its 
opening phase, will probably continue for some days before it 
becomes evident whether we can claim a real victory or whether 
we must be satisfied with merely hanging on to our main positions. 

It is a time of anxiety and a time which calls for calm courage 
on the home front, a quiet certitude which will, never doubt, play 
&@ big role in upholding the spirits and maintaining the high 
morale of all our mén in combat. .

Yet, in actual truth, to the men of the Army who know the 
military facts of life, every day in every year is a day which should 
bring recognition of the top place held by the infantry in all the 
strategy of war. 

It is the infantry man who wins battles, it is foot-slogging 
soldier who decides campaigns. Every other branch of service 
works for the infantry, is created as accessory aid to the men 
upon whom the fina] decisions depend. ; 

There was never better demonstration of the truth of this 
than the story of the invasion of northern France. All branches 
of the services played their vital roles. The navies of the United 
Nations made possible the crossing of the channel and the 
landings. The big guns of heavy warships blasted the enemy 
defenses into disorganization. 

For months the Air Forces had prepared the way by bombings 
and, throughout the fight, they disrupt the enemy rear communi- 
ec.tions, strafe his front lines and provide overhead protection for 
the armies. 

The artillery blasts the forward path and the tanks and 
armored troops—the modern cavalry smash the enemy strong 
points. 

But it is all with one objective only—that the infantry may 
advance. The foot soidiers do the bitter hand-to-hand fighting, 
they kill the enemy face to face, they take the prisoners, and it 
is they who seize and hold the strategic towns and occupied 
terrain. 

And don’t let us forget, when we think of the infantry, those 
picked men, the paratroopers and glider-borne warriorr who are 
carried far in advance of the actual front line of battle, to destroy 
the enemy rear. Whether afoot, on motorized transport, or trans- 
ported through the air, it is the infantry that drives the enemy 
into rout, it is the infantry which must take and hold the ground. 

The air bombers, the artillery, the Navy may pulverize the 
enemy into helplessness, but it is the infantry that moves in and

Tactics in Normandy 


A Confedeérate patrol on a search for shoes set ' 
the stage for the Battle of Gettysburg. 

A Russian patrol, which jumped a rabbit in 
the snow and started in pursuit of it, followed 
that rabbit to learn that Napoleon’s winter quarters at Moscow 
were not well guarded or supplied and could be broken and 
harassed. The retreat from Moscow was the result. 


There was no strategy there. 
Tactics immediately were in effect. 


Military men speak of the grand maneuvers which bring troops 
to battle as “strategy.” 


“Tactics” are defined as “the means by which battles are waged.” 
A better definition of tactics would be “the means by which fire 
power is brought to bear on the enemy.” 


Our invasion of continental Europe was, uniquely enough, pre- 
ceeded by tactics rather than strategy. That is to say, the airplane 
enabled us to bring fire power to the enemy. 


Military scientists will say that the greatest thing that has hap- 
pened to tactics since the invention of gunpowder was the inven- 
tion of the gasoline engine. 


_So, before the invasion, we had one phase of tactics: the ap- 
plication of fire power to the enemy’s materials and, in some in- 
stances, his personnel. Even then there was some strategy. Our 
armadas of the air always split up into groups, with two or three 
ter seeking to draw defensive planes away from the chief 
objective. 


Nevertheless, the air attacks were essentially tactics. 


They made a shambles of French railways and they severely 
reduced the output of many war plants. 


Then came a period, again unique in modern warfare, in which 
tactics and strategy went side by side. 


STRATEGY We were told, after the Normandy beachheads 
were established, that our strategical maneuvers 
on the channel had gone on for months. 


Weeks before we started the real invasion we patiently loaded 
ships wtih men, guns, tanks, not forgetting to put on war corre- 
spondents, and started them off into the channel. 


_ There were several hundred of these ships. The men on board 
did not know whether they were on a real mission or not. They 
went to within 10 miles of the German-held coast. This happened 
often, different directions being taken each time. 

This was strategy. 


The Germans reacted as expected. All newspaper readers will 
recall the Germans announcing often during the two months before 
the invasion that it would come “any time now.” 


After two months of it the Germans announced the invasion 
“apparently had been put off for a good long while.” 


All the while these strategical moves were going on our tactics 
were being stepped up. The bombing of railyards, bridges, plants 
and concentrations of equipment reached a new crescendo. Those 
were the days when our people got bored at the newspaper head- 
lines which reported each day a larger flight of planes. 


“Why don’t they do something?” readers asked. 
All the while they were doing one of the greatest jobs in history. 


TACTICS Once the invasion began, our tactics were to get 

across the channel, through the obstructions and mine 

fields, enough men to reach the shore with their hand equipment 

so that they might hold on until heavier equipment could be landed. 
This has been done. It continues. 


We long ago learned that the chief advantage the Germans had 
at the outset of the war was an advantage in thought. They cold- 
bloodedly spent at least 10 years in research in weapons and tactics. 


At the start of the war the British and American staff regarded 
the machinegun as “king of the battlefield.” The Germans knew 
it was an effective, deadly weapon, but they had gone further. 


They learned in 1918 the strongest positions could be broken 
through. From about 1925 to the outbreak of the war they de- 
veloped what they called “keil und kessel.” The “keil” implies 
a spearhead piercing through. The “kessel” implies an encircle- 
ment in the wake of the spearhead. 


It was advanced thought which made it possible for Germany 
to blitzkrieg Poland, Holland, Belgium, France and Yugoslavia. 
Our own nation was woefully weak because congress was domi- 
nated by pacifists and the “America Firsters’” who held we would 
never be attacked or in any danger. Our staff had no money to 
go along with experiments. 

So, all the Allies had to learn the hard way, the hasty way, 
and, inevitably, the tremendously expensive way. 


Well, the point is we have made our “keil”’ in Normandy. 
The “kessel” was begun with great speed. The Germans now 
have come up to dispute that encirclement. 


This time we have enough planes. We have the “team” of tank 
and plane which was the greatest German weapon early in the 
war, a weapon of thought no other nation possessed. 


There won’t be another Dunkirk. 
We will win because we can, and must.

Many a Bond Seller 
Talks by Inspiration 


The Fifth War Loan campaign is on. It is, for 
civilians, the D-Day of the war. With the de 
cisive campaign of the war in Europe now begun, 
, it is vital that the home front demonstrate it is 
as determined upon victory as the battlefront itself. Quick pur- 
chase of bonds to more than fill the national and local quotas is 
essential. 


Five million bond salesmen and saleswomen, all volunteers, have 
undertaken to sell until the quota is filled and overflowing. Vol- 
unteers, mind you. Men and women who are giving their time and 
energy inspired only by the patriotism within their hearts. Many 
of them will devote long hours to this added job, after working 
all day at regular tasks. They feel they cannot afford to be weary 
while the need is so great. 


It will not be difficult, in most instances, to sell the bonds. In 
90 per cent of the homes the folks are only waiting to buy when 
the call comes. To buy all they possibly can, eagerly, gladly, 
proudly. 


In the other 10 per cent, sales talk may be necessary, though 
it is difficult to understand how any can be reluctant to respond. 
There are occasional deserters in the Army, even. Thé same way, 
there are a few civilians unworthy of the privilege of being 
American, 


THE STORIES BEHIND Many of the men and women who 


' have volunteered to sell the bonds 
did so for some private, personal reason that most of us know not. 


There is, for instance, that little woman, mother of eight sons, 
all of them in Army or Navy today. Two of them are reported 
missing and one is wounded. She doesn’t talk about them when 
she asks you to buy a bond. That is a personal matter. Her sorrow 
and her deep pride are too sacred to be spoken of in casual conver- 
sation with strangers. 


But when she asks you to buy a bond there is a glow in her heart 
and a plea in her voice that, somehow, you can’t resist. Her words 
may be halting and shy, she may not be able to talk with the gift 
of oratory. She may not be able to tell you, concisely and con- 
vincingly, all the reasons why you should buy bonds until it hurts. 


Nevertheless, there is a compulsion about her, something in her 
spirit that reaches out and compels you to buy, or to go through 
the days with a sense of shame that you did not. 

There is inspiration in the heart of that woman as she rings 
your doorbell to say, “I’ve come to take your subscription for addi- 
tional war bonds.” Respond to that inspiration, while you can. 


THERE IS THE GIRL— There is the girl who once lived in 
a happy home in Poland. She is 


one of those comparatively fortunate ones able to come to this 
country, to its safety and freedom, to live. But her family was 
not so fortunate. She doesn’t know the details, but imagination 
paints for her a fearful picture of how her parents, her sister, died. 

She is one of those who give their blood at the Red Cross Blood 
Donor Center, as frequently as they will permit. She is buying 
bonds by regular deductions from her small salary. Deductions that 
would astonish you if you knew what proportion of her income they 
represent. 

She is out, this week, selling bonds, 
her neighbors. 

She still talks with the accent of the land of her birth and 
childhood. But, through that accent, comes an earnestness, an 
appeal, that you cannot refuse response. She is selling bonds 
because she knows what money means for victory. You must buy 
them from her, for the same reasons that she sells. 

There is the businessman who reminds his friends, his business 
connections and contacts, at every opportunity, that the business 
of first importance today is to buy bonds and then buy more bonds. 

Nor doés he mention the thing that is constantly in his heart, 
urging him on. That thing is the picture, in his mind and heart, 
of his only son, for so many long months a prisoner of war in the 
hands of the Japanese. 

He clings to faith that some day the boy will come home. after 
we have won the victory. And he knows that every bond sold, 
today, moves that day of victory a little nearer on the calendar 
of his dreams. 

Buy bonds? Of course, How can any of us refuse when sales- 
men and saleswomen such as these look at us and await our reply.

An Open Gate? 


NEW YORK, June 14.—Always 
a champion of unpopular and los- 
ing causes, I find myself skeptical 
of President Roosevelt’s notice to 
congress that 1,000 European refu- 
gees will be brought to the coun- 
try immediately and confined in a 
vacated Army camp, and his as- 
surance that, when the war is 
over, they will be repatriated. 

This nation has immigration 
laws adopted for the purpose of 
excluding undesirable persons. 
These laws have been administer- 
ed insincerely in recent years and 
evaded often, as in the flagrant 
case of Mrs. Earl Browder, an ac- 
tive, alien Communist posing as a 
harmless and non-political house- 
wife. 

The people of the United States 
are the sole authority on desira- 
bility and yet, in justice to them, 
it must be admitted that the pro- 
visions which they have adopted 
for their own protection are ex- 
tremely liberal and more so than 
those of the other countries in the 


family of more or less free nations’ 


on our side of the war. Neverthe- 
less, even this generosity has been 
flouted openly in recent years by 
the admission of individuals in the 
guise of visitors who were legally 
ineligible to settle here when it 
was known that real conditions 
would make it impossible to de- 
port them, regardless of their ac- 
tive conduct, or their attitude 
toward the American form of gov- 
ernment. 


Look at Past 


Past performances in many 
fields instinctively suggest that 
the promise that these refugees 
will be repatriated after the war 
and meanwhile restricted will not 
be kept. Past performances sug- 
gest also that once a principle has 
been conceded by the importation 
of 1,000 European aliens with no 
pretense that they are eligible or 
suitable for permanent residence 
here, the number that will be 
brought in later will be limited 
by shipping facilities, individual 
pull exerted through personal 
friends and organizations within 
the United States, and public tol- 
erance. The latter will be a weak 
and leaky barrier against the im- 
migration of Communists and 
others who won't like our way of 
living and doing, and will do their 
damndest to make us live and do 
their way; and against continental 
crooks who would be no asset to 
any nation. 

The public tolerance operates 
through congress and congress is 
beset and bedeviled by propa- 
ganda and pressure which attacks 
as a Fascist and a bigot any man 
who, in the interests of his own 
country and his own people, under- 
takes to restrict immigration to 
those who have something to of- 
fer. It is almost heresy to say 
that not all immigrants and refu- 
gees are ennobled by their suffer- 
ings abroad, but there is mnever- 
theless much biographical data to 
prove that many who came here 
shortly before the first World War 
for asylum from European tyranny 
did not join the native American 
youth in destroying those tyrants, 
but joined alien groups and move- 
ments and tried to destroy the 
American system, instead. 


W orld Park? 


The whole, native public is not 

organized to counteract the pres- 
sure on public men exerted by the 
organized pressure groups which 
call the United States a melting 
pot but, in reality, have in mind 
something more like a_ central 
park of the entire world where 
anyone may enter as a matter of 
right. 
The United States is, in reality, 
an exclusive organization. It has 
rules of eligibility and like most 
of our unions, reserves the right 
to reject applicants who do not 
meet certain requirements. These 
restrictions are unjust to no for- 
eigner, because no foreigner 
has any rights in the mat- 
ter. If he is admitted to resi- 
dence, and, later, to citizenship, 
that is a privilege, not a right. 
The United States can decide to 
exclude all immigration, if it 
comes to that, and to restrict the 
right to vote and hold public of- 
fice to natives and, I believe, 
should do so. 


First of Many? 

Obviously the first 1,000 are to 
be just a sample because 1,000 
refugees, more or less, in southern 
Italy would make no appreciable 
difference in the problem of feed- 
ing and governing the region. But 
to this country the difference 
could and probably will be great 
with other thousands following 
on, with the conditions of their 
immurement gradually relaxed 
and with carefully selected dis- 
tress cases flaunted in the public 
eye in an appeal for sympathy 
and unwary kindness, all for the 
purpose of revising the law retro- 
actively to confer legitimate immi- 
grant status on unselected thou- 
sands with complete disregard of 


tthe legal standards of desirability. 


Of course this is all based on 
an assumption that there will be 
not 1,000, but many thousands 
and that, once they are here, that 
will be the last the country will 
hear of their return to Europe 
after the war. That assumption 
in turn, is based, however, on such 
precedents, as the great-but-forgot- 
ten New Deal unemployment cen- 
sus, and the aluminum pot col- 
lection, which never were heard 


of again.

War Developments 


Insure Fourth Term 


WASHINGTON—It is interesting to speculate 
on the far-reaching effect the new turn in war 
: | events may have on the presidential campaign, 
soon to get actively under way. 

No one any longer denies—least of all the Republicans—that 
the Allied capture of Rome, followed by the successful invasion 
of Europe, has tended to eliminate all remaining doubt about the 
pt mr of en eae PET reer 

epublicans themselves 4 as mu vately —— 
they must continue to put on a show of pretending to believe 
party still has a chance. Actually, however, the opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt has abandoned all hope of defeating him for a fourth 
term, save on the one ground that the war is over by November and 
domestic rather than international issues will again come into play. 

The best evidence of this new feeling which has apparently 
crystallized since the war developments of the past 10 days is 
found in the writings of political commentators who heretofore 
have been anything but friendly to the national administration. 
One after another they are beginning to concede the President's 
re-election on the basis of the present outlook. 


ILLUSTRATIONS It is not ncessary to cite them all, but a 

few illustrations will suffice. Frank R. 
Kent, syndicated columnist of the Baltimore Sun, is one, Only this 
week he came out with a piece in which he offered as the only 
hope of Republicans that the war will be over by November. 
Kent, one of the ablest writers in the country, has also been one 
of the most intemperate in his attacks on the administration. 

Another is George Rothwell Brown, columnist for the Hearst 
publications. The President has had no more bitter critic than 
he for years. Returning to Washington recently from a tour of 
35 states, Brown has admitted that the jig is up for the Republicans, 
regardless uf who the party nominates for president. 

Still another is Ray Tucker, of McClure’s Syndicate, also a 
vigorous critic of the administration in the past. He concedes 
Roosevelt’s re-election by an easy margin—and even goes further. 
He admits that the only logical thing the country can do under 
the circumstances is to re-elect the President to finish the job. 

The list could be extended indefinitely. It is appropriate to 
add only that newspapermen who attended the recent conference 
of governors at Hershey, Pa., returned with word that Republican 
state executives attending that meeting were just about unanimous 
in expressing the opinion (privately, of course) that the party had 
little or no prospects of winning the presidential election. All of 
them attributed the hopeless outlook to the war. 


D-DAY If a feeling of that kind existed before the capture of 
Rome and the rout of German forces in Italy, as weil 

as before the launching of the greatest dramatic spectacle of the 

war—the second front—how much more must it exist today. 

The effect of new war developments on the presidential cam- 
paign can best be measured by applying them first to the Repub- 
lican national convention, which opens on June 26 in Chicago. 

Obviously we may expect. that the present phase of the European 
invasion will be at its most dramatic heights by then. The people 
will have their ears glued to the radio for war news, as they have 
today, and the demand for newspapers will continue to be greater 
than they can be printed. 

How, under circumstances of that kind, can a political party 
launch a presidential campaign? The attacks which ordinarily 
might be expected on the national administration because of flaws 
in its domestic policy will somehow seem shallow and out of place 
in the face of one of the greatest military dramas the world has 
ever seen, 

To quote the words of Columnist Kent: “Denunciation of the 
President and indictment of his management of home affairs are 
bound to fall a little flat in the midst of the terrific clash of our 
armies with the German armies. It will be more difficult for the 
convention orators to make eloquent speeches, harder to ‘ring the 
bell’ while the outcome of this historic engagement is stil] in doubt.” 

And there seems likely to be another development in war ditu- 
ation during the next five or six weeks which may cause a great 
upsurge of sentiment favorable to the President. That will come if 
our forces gain the initial victory over the Germans, which we 
expect them to gain in establishing themselves in areas suitable 
for the great offensive movement we intend to launch for the 
liberation of Europe later. 

In all likelihood this phase of the invasion will have been 
reached by the date of the Bemocratic convention on July 19, which 
would open the way for the conclave to be the stage setting for 
national rejoicing. 

Democrats are more confident than ever now that the fourth 
term is a foregone conclusion. The Republicans see as their only 
hope the possibility that the war will be over by election time. 
That — or might not change the situation, depending on everts 
yet too hazy for appraisal. 

All that can be said at the moment is that the new highly 
dramatic turn the war has taken is apparently very beneficial to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s chances,

Our convoy was made up en- 
tirely of LST’s. Each of us towed 
a big steel pontoon section, these 
to be used as barges and docks in 
the shallow waters along. the 
‘beach. And behind each pontoon 
we also towed a smaller pontoon 
with two huge outboard motors 
on it—a thing called a ‘‘rhino.” 


Several ships broke cables and 
lost their pontoons during the 
journey. Special Coast Guard 
tugs were assigned to pick them 
up. We lost our own rhino on 
the last night out, and I don’t 
know whether it was picked up or 
not. 


LITTLE CHANCE 

We were told that if the ship 
sank our chances of being picked 
up would be slight. The water 
was so cold we would lose con- 
sciousness in 15 minutes, and die 
within four hours. 

So we all conjectured about the 
possibility of clambering out onto 
the trailing pontoon if the ship 
went down. That brought up the 
question whether the pontoon 
would be cut loose if the ship 
sank, or be dragged under the 
water by its huge steel cable. 

To show how rumors. get 
around, one soldier said he had 
learned that the ship had a sailor 
standing aft with an ax, for the 
sole purpose of hacking the cable 
in two if the ship were torpedoed. 
Later I asked the captain, and he 
said there wasn’t any such man 
at all. 

Funny little things happen in 
a convoy. The steering gear on 
one ship broke in midafternoon 
and the ship came slowly careen- 
ing around like a skidding auto- 
mobile until it was crosswise of 
the convoy and the ships behind 
had to veer around it. 


IN STRAIGHT LINE 

You see, we were lined up in 
straight columns, extending as far 
ahead and behind as we could see. 
On both sides of us ran destroyers 
and corvettes for escort, but as 
I’ve said before it never seems to 
the participants in a convoy that 
the escort is adequate. 

Our only scare came late in the 
night before we hit the invasion 
area. I was in my bunk, and the 
colonel with whom I was rooming 
came down from the bridge. 

“How are things going?” I! 
asked. ° 

“Terrible,” he said. “Another 
convoy came along and pushed 
us out of the swept channel. One 
engine has broken clear down, 
and the other can only run at 
third speed. The wind and tide 
are drifting us toward the Belgian 
coast. We're steering straight 
west but barely holding our di- 
rection.” 

I thought how ironic it would 
be to wind up this war by drift- 
ing alone onto a hostile beach 
and spending the rest of the war 
in a prison camp—if we didn’t hit 
a mine first. But fortunately I 
was too sleepy to worry about it. 
When I awakened at dawn we 
had both engines going and were 
back in line again in the swept 
channel. Moral: Always be too 
sleepy to give a damn. 


FEAR VANISHES 

My own devastating sense of 
fear and depression, of which I 
have spoken before, disappeared 
the moment we were under way. 
As I write this, the old familiar 
crack and roar of big guns is all 
around us, and the beach is a 
great brown haze of smoke and 
dust, and we know that bombers 
will be over us tonight. Yet all 
that haunting premonition, that 
soul-consuming dread, is gone, and 
the war is prosaic to me again. 
And I believe that 
everyone aboard, even those who 
have never been in combat before. 

The night before sailing we 
were instructed to take two anti- 
seasickness capsules before break- 


in case of attack. 


throughout the voyage. 


our battle kits. 

Well, we took the first two and 
they almost killed us. The cap- 
sules have a strong sleeping pow- 
der in them, and by noon all the 
Army personnel aboard were in 
a drugged stupor. Fortunately the 
Navy, being proud, didn’t take 
any, so somebody was left to run 
the ship. The capsules not only 
put us to sleep but they constrict- 
ed our throats, made our mouths 
bone-dry and dilated the pupils of 
our eyes until we could barely see. 

When we recovered from this 
insidious jag, along toward eve- 
ning, we all threw our seasickness 
medicine away, and after that we 
felt fine. Although the channel 
crossing was rough, I didn’t hear 
of a single man aboard our ship 
who got sick.

Protection for Labor, Opportunity for Business Needed 


(Editor’s Note: In the fourth 
article of his series about na- 
tional issues confronting the 
platform-drafters of the Repub- 
lican party, Wendell Willkie 
herewith discusses the economic 
problems of demobilization after 
the war is won.) 


The American people believe in 
a life of enterprise and expansion 
by individual initiative. But all 
the talk today of a “return” to 
free enterprise and private initia- 
tive is merely an expression of 
feeling; not a solution of prob- 
lems. We are not going to return 
to anything. We must never go 
backward. We must press on. 


The profound nature of the 
changes we must face is evident 
in the trend of affairs in Europe. 
Russia, with whom we are des- 
tined to have progressively closer 
economic relations, is a completely 
state-controlled economy. The aft- 
ermath of war will see a tremen- 
dous rise in western Europe of 
state ownership of resources and 
industries, what we call state so- 
cialism, 

The trend in Great Britain is 
becoming increasingly clear, Lord 
Woolton has just rendered an of- 
ficial report for the British Con- 


servative party which would take 
Great Britain far along the path 
of government control of indus- 


* try. 


y 
DEMANDS OF LABOR 

The plain facts are that Europe 
and Great Britain are moving as 
they are in economic thinking be- 
cause of an insistent demand on 
the part of those millions of men 
who labor but do not direct. They 
demand that they shall be protect- 
ed against the hazards and unpre- 
dictable destruction of human 
values involved in the violent fluc- 
tuations of modern industrial life. 

We are facing the same situation 
here in the United States. And 
the full employment which has 
been created by war will make 
the demand for protection against 
postwar unemployment increasing- 
ly insistent. Already, looking to 
the future, men are asking: must 
we have war to have jobs? 

There is no doubt that the pres- 
sure of state-controlled economies 
in all of the countries with which 
we must trade and live will in 
multiple, intricate and subtle ways 
inevitably affect our own society. 
But because of our youth as a 
nation, our great geographical 
area, our natural resources, to- 
gether with the enormous potency 


of our belief in the possibilities 
of the individual, our answer to 
the problems of demobilization 
will not be the complete controls 
of Russia or even the elaborate 
controls suggested for Britain. 
WE CAN DIFFER 

Despite the pressure from with- 
out and the demands from within, 
we have an opportunity for a dif- 
ferent answer. But only if we 
recognize the basic causes of un- 
employment and act with boldness 
and imagination to overcome them. 

Industry, labor and _ govern- 
ment—local, state, federal—should 
set up a co-operative mechanism 
which will act as a clearing house 
for information and constructive 
programs. 

Through such a medium capital 
goods expenditures—such as the 
butlding of roads, public works, 
industrial plants—so important a 
factor in the wide fluctuations of 
our economic cycle, can be spread 
and levelled over the years. 

But we must be realistic enough 
to acknowledge that the best ef- 
forts of private industry, even sup- 
plemented by such intelligent co- 
operation, will not always be 
enough, In addition the federal 
government must exercise a coun- 
ter-cyclical influence against de-

Some of the obviously necessary 
measures to end this war are: 

Direction of the capital market 
to encourage a flow of new capi- 
tal when depression threatens and 
to discourage it in the face of a 
boom; the undertaking of legiti- 
mate government projects at gov- 
ernment expense, but by private 
contract, the moment depression 
sets in—projects, for instance, 
that will improve the health and 
welfare of the people, create new 
markets, new purchasing power; 
broad social insurances which will 
both protect the individual and 
help to stabilize industries and 
agriculture. 

FREEDOM NEEDED 

But our basic answer to the 
problems o. a demobilization econ- 
omy, and one for which we are 
peculiarly fitted by temperament 
and natural circumstances, lies in 
our great productive ability. Our 
industry has performed a miracle 
of production in the goods of war. 
It waits eagerly to perform the 
same miracle in the goods of 
peace. 

If our industry, however, is to 
develop its possibilities of post- 
war production to the best advan- 
tage of all, it must have certain 
releases and certain safeguards. 
Capital is necessary—risk capital 
that is ready to take a chance on 
the future, 

Because we have failed while 
we fight to pay for the war to the 
full extent of our ability through 


an adequate tax program, it is 
going to be impossible to have 
an early general reduction of taxes 
when the war is over. But there 
snould be a drastic revision of the 
tax laws to encourage risk capital. 

Also, in order that industry may 
function venturesomely, new and 
effective methods must be found 
for counteracting and controlling 
the tendency toward monopoly 
and monopolistic prices. They are 
the Trojan horse of the free en- 
terprise system and in essence a 
protective device by men and in- 
dustries who want to escape the 
hazards and penalties which are 
the counterpart of the opportuni- 
ties the system offers. 

Under such releases, under such 
safeguards, our genius for produc- 
tion will go a long way toward 
solving the problems of a demo- 
bilization economy. There will be 
employment; there will be good 
wages; there will be goods to buy. 

Add to this government's part 
in the picture and the sincere co- 
operation of industry, labor and 
government to _ distribute the 
strains and you have the Ameri- 
can answer to the problem of «a 
demobilization economy. 

The Republican party cannot 
meet the need of the postwar pe- 
riod by merely passing resolutions 
in favor of “free enterprise.” It 
must realize the inevita ility and 
the justness of the people's de 
mand for both protection and op- 
portunity, and it must find the 
answers, answers which exist 
uniquely within a responsible en- 
terprise system.

FORT BENNING, June 14.—A 
fierce eyeful of American fire- 
power and what it can do to the 
enemy, as well as the part which 
is played in its direction by the 
foot-slogging infantryman in this 
war was displayed in its terrifying 
and bitter glory here this after- 
noon.

BACON WITH 
STUFFED TOMATOES 

4 pound bacon. 

14 cup bacon drippings. 

% cup minced onion. 

3 slices bread, crumbed or 
cubed. 

14 teaspoon salt. 

1% cup minced green pepper. 

4 tomatoes. 

Cook bacon. Brown onion slight- 
ly in bacon drippings. Add bread 
cubes and browu slightly. Cut a 
thin slice off top of each tomato 
and scoop out centers.

If you are doing “back break- 
ing” work, it is all the more im- 
portant that you work in good 
posture. In poor posture, you are 
off balance. Your muscles strain 
at the connections and drag at 
your bones and you are all in be- 
fore the end of the day. 

When you pick up something 
from the floor, do you bend over 
with knees stiff, the trunk bent in 
two or three places and then 
straighten up with a kink in your 
back? Bending correctly saves 
energy and avoids strain. If the 
object is heavy, lifting it incor- 
rectly may cause strain. Get into 
the habit of bending the right 
way. The right way is to place 
one foot slightly back, keep the 
trunk straight and bend the knees, 
and do most of the lifting with the 
powerful thigh muscles. 

If you sit at you job, it pays to 
practice sitting correctly. When 
you sit wrong, it’s more natural to

Russell Leads 
Fight on FEPC 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—(#) 
Southern senators decided at an 
informal strategy meeting today 
to carry their fight against the 
President’s fair employment prac- 
tices committee to the senate floor 
tomorrow. There was no hint that 
filibustering tactics would be em- 
ployed to knock out funds for the 
committee, contained in a billion- 
dollar war agencies bill. 


“We decided we would under- 
take to apprise the senate and the 
country of the danger of legislat- 
ing in this haphazard manner.” de- 
clared Senator Russell, Democrat, 
Georgia, a spokesman for the 
southerners. 

The Appropriations Committee 
voted 14 to 6 Monday to disre 
gard a subcommittee recommenda- 
tion against appropriating $500,000 
for the committee’s expenses in 
the next fiscal year. The house 
already has approved the fund. 


The FEPC was established by 
President Roosevelt last year with 
the announced purpose of prevent- 
ing racial discrimination in war 
industries and government em- 
ployment. It has been the sub- 
ject of bitter criticism by some of 
the southern lawmakers. 


Russell said the executive order 
setting up the FEPC had been in- 
terpreted to give the committee 
“almost unlimited powers,” he 
complained that the same 
ure was hardly ever followed 
twice; that volunteers were visit- 
ing businessmen, making com- 
plaints and threatening committee 
action: and, that the system in 
general was “the most haphazard 
ever seen.” 

The Georgian also declared that 
to enforce its orders, the board 
relied chiefly on the device of 
calling for cancellation of govern- 
ment contracts, “or just plain in- 
timidation.” 

Russell will present an amend- 
ment stipulating that not more 
than 25 per cent of the commit- 
tee’s funds may be used to pay 
the salaries of persons who are 
members of “any race comprising 
less than 15 per cent of the total 
population of — United States.”

The Bankhead-Brown proposal, 
which is in the version of the bill 
passed last week by the senate, 
would require adjustment of tex- 
tile ceilings to reflect parity to 
farmers and also to guarantee 
manufacturing costs plus e “reas- 
onable profit” to millers. 

Virtually all the house Repub- 
licans joined with administration 
forces against the textile pricing 
change, which was beaten 87 to 
191. The administration gave its 
approval to the parity-or-penalty 
amendment. 


HOUSE REVERSAL 


After that vote, the house re- 
versed a previous stand and in a 
204-to-178 roll call threw out the 
administration-opposed amen d- 
ment of Representative Disney, 
Democrat, Oklahoma, to increase 
the price of crude oil 35 cents a 
barrel. 

The administration’s cotton and 
oil victories were somewhat off- 
set by failure, in a 206-to-181 roll 
call, to throw out an amendment 
by Representative Dirksen, Repub- 
lican, Illinois, to open federal dis- 
trict courts to tests of OPA rules. 

With the house changes, Major- 
ity Leader McCormack, Democrat, 
Massachusetts, said there was an 

“excellent chance” of perfecting 
in conference a bill which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would approve. 

Without the legislation, price 
controls expire June 30. 

McCormack’s statement was 
based on an expectation that sen- 
ate and house conferees, correlat- 
ing the separate measures, will 
throw out the Bankhead-Brown 
plan, 

PARITY AMENDMENT 

The parity amendment which 
the house approved overwhelming- 
ly by voice vote provides that 
any processor of an agricultural 
commodity who fails to pay a par- 
ity price may charge no more than 
90 per cent of the OPA ceiling 
price for the finished article. 

Parity is the price which the 
Agriculture Department figures 
will give a farm commodity the 
same purchasing power, in terms 
of things oe buy, that it had 
in a pas ase period, 

1909-14. , —o 

Representative Pace, Democrat, 
Georgia, author of the provision, 
said it would affect cotton, wheat, 
rye and several other commodities 
now selling below parity and that 
it would mean “hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to the nation’s 
farmers.” 

He declared it would accomplish 
the primary purpose of the Bank- 
head-Brown amendment — lifting 
the price of cotton about a cent a 
pound, 

COMPARATIVE PRICES 


Pace gave the following as the 
May 15 average market price and 
the parity price: 

Cotton, 19.8 cents per pound 
and 21. 08: wheat $1.47 a bushel 
and $1.50; Rye, $1.11 a bushel and 
$1.22; eggs, 27.2 cents a dozen and 
30; peanuts, 7.74 cents a pound 
and 8.16. 

The house also approved a com- 
panion measure by Representa- 
tive Kleberg, Democrat, Texas, 
which would apply the same prin- 
ciples to commodities on which 
subsidies are paid. He said this 
would‘ have no immediate effect, 
but “would guarantee parity in 
the future, during less favorable 
periods on hogs, beef, dairy prod- 
ucts and wheat.” 

Reversing previous action, the 
house defeated an amendment 
which would guarantee fishermen 
a price equal at least to the 1942 
average.
